and honor to them, to their seven children, and to their 
fifty-five grandchildren; all of whom are dead except 
fifteen of the grandchildren. Were this world made up 
of as honest and upright men and women as these were, 
what a fire old world this would be. Sometimes it 
seemed to us they were a little too strict (at the age of 
seven, my grandparents would not permit me to play 
with my little wagon on the Sabbath) and we thought 
them meconsistent, but we would welcome their faith 
today,—seven children all noted for their uprightness 
and honesty, —covenanters—we are proud of them. 

They were born in Adams county Ohio, and probably 
with the exception of John Preston, were all married 
there. James arrived at Burlington, Iowa, October 
10, 1856. Heestablished his shoe shop at Morn- 
ing Sun lowa, where he worked until he retired on 
accountof age. He was amen short of words. It is 
said that when a neighbor asked him what he was go- 
ing to do with some nails he was buying, he replied, 
‘‘Drive them, sir.’’ Eliza Jane moved to Morning 
Sun, in 1856; her husband was a blacksmith, as were 
two of her sons. Joseph Thompson moved to Iowa in 
1853; he was living with his daughter Sue.at the time 
of his death. Eleanor who was no doubt named for 
her grandmother, died in Adams county, Ohio, and is 
the only one that did not live over the alloted time, 
three score and ten. Willam A. is mentioned else- 
where in the index. Mary moved to St. Louis where 
her husband built a gocd practice as a Doctor; 
after his death, she educated her family. In 1883 she 
moved to Denver with her daughter Mrs. Anderson, 
where she died. John Preston went to Hlinois in 1849, 
he attended school inSt. Louis where he studied med- 
icine; however he did not complete the course. He was 
in the commision business for many vears. 

I regret that it has not been possible to make this 
edition complete in every line; and those decendents 
not indexed are left out for the reason that we were 
unable to obtain the cata. It Is expected to continue 
to assemble data on these decenderits, and it is trusted 
that we shall be able to have ashort biography on each.
